Two 30-year service awards 
were handed out by City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin at the 
Greenbelt City Employee Holiday 
Luncheon on December 18.

G. Irving, the city’s venerable rec- 
reation director, was the senior 
employee to receive recognition by 
one month. Close runner-up was 
Police Chief James Craze. Irving 
served as assistant recreation direc- 
tor under Darrel Lofgren, and was 
promoted to the top job when 
Lofgren joined the Montgomery 
County Recreation Dept. Craze 
began his career as a trainee in the 
police department following mili- 
tary service and then worked his 
way up through the ranks to the 
top job in that department. 

Two other department heads 
were recognized for their years of 
service. Carol Leventhal received 
a 25-year pin for her service as di- 
rector of Greenbelt CARES. 
Originally an organization separate 
from the city operation and funded 
by state and federal grants, 
Leventhal, became a city employee 
when the city assumed principal 
funding for the Youth Service Bu- 
reau.

Historic District Issue 
Could Be Decided in 2002

A project called "Local His- 
toric District Designation," which 
had been placed under review by 
the city’s Department of Planning 
and Community Development, is 
now resurfacing, according to a 
recent memo by Terri Hruby, 
Community Planner. If a new 
time-line can be met, the 
Greenbelt City Council should be 
able to decide the issue of 
whether or not to seek such a 
designation for the original sec- 
tion of Greenbelt in about a year. 

In 1999 the members of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI), 
which constitutes almost all of 
the area under consideration, had 
voted 492 to 229 to seek historic 
district status under the county’s 
program. 

In the meantime, the city has 


sought feedback from other pri- 


vate owners who may be af- 
fected. These are the property 
managers of Crescent Square 
Apartments (the two white brick 
apartment buildings at the corner 
of Crescent and Gardenway and 
on Parkway), the Prince George’s 
County Board of Education, and 
residents of the single-family 
homes on Forestway. They were 
the only ones who responded to a 
mass mailing sent by the city to 
all the property owners within the 


proposed historic district, includ- 
ing the churches and the owners 
of the Roosevelt Center and the 
gas station. 

Since the issue was first re- 
ferred to the City’s Planning De- 
partment, more pressing, time-in- 
tensive issues involving County 
Council actions on the Sectional 
Map Amendment and the devel- 
opers’ proposals for Greenbelt 
Station have almost fully occu- 
pied the planning staff. How- 
ever, at an Advisory Planning 
Board (APB) meeting on Novem- 
ber 14, members of APB re- 
ceived copies of background ma- 
terial on the project. During 
1999 and 2000, APB members 
met with Architect Historian 
Howard Berger of the Maryland- 


_ National Capital Park and Plan- 


ning Commission, who described 
the program and what it would 
mean to the city. At the next 
APB meeting in December or 
January, the committee is ex- 
pected to make final recommen- 
dations to the city council on the 
proposal. 

Following submission of the 
APB report, the city council will 
hold a work session on the issue, 
tentatively scheduled for February

Award for sector Plan

The Greenbelt Area Sector 
Plan was among the 2000-2001 
award winners at the National 
Capital Area Chapter of the 
American Planning Association’s 
Holiday Social and Awards Ban- 
quet on December 6. The annual 
event was held in the historic 
Sumner School meeting facility 
in downtown Washingon, D. C. 

Accepting the award, ranked 
“Excellent,” was Maryland-Na- 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission (M-NCPPC) planner, 
Joe Chang, team leader of the 
Sector Planning Group. On stage 
with Chang were the M-NCPPC 
team who, for three years, 
worked together on the project 
with residents, property owners, 
developers, civic associations, in- 
terest groups and officials of 
Greenbelt, College Park and 
Berwyn Heights. 

The Greenbelt Metro Area 
Sector Plan, Sectional Map 
Amendment creates a mixed-use 


development community includ-_ 


ing a transit village and multi- 
modal network. It covers 16,000 
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acres and includes both the 
Greenbelt Metro Station and the 
MARC rail line. 

Although the Prince George's 
County Council approved the 
plan in October, it approved an 
amendment that allows the pro- 
posed “Greenbelt Station” con- 
cept plan for the major portion of 
the sector plan to proceed with- 
out being subject to the Develop- 
ment District Overlay Zone or the 
Development District Standards, 
the planning tools intended to 
guide future growth. 

The council also adopted two 
other amendments. One would 
allow Beltway Plaza to make ma- 
jor additions (less than or equal 
to about 150,000 square feet) 
without having to seek detailed 
site plan approval. The other 
provided for a maximum height 
of 25 feet for free-standing 


monument signs within the 


Beltway Plaza/Greenbelt Road 
Corridor. The Greenbelt City 
Council opposed these amend- 
ments and has appealed the 
county actions to the courts.

Need Citizen Patrols 


And Classical Music 
My family» and I love 
Greenbelt. We delight in its 
sense of community and enjoy its 
many amenities, particularly 
Roosevelt Center. However, like 
many Greenbelters, we are con- 
cerned about what seems to be a 
rise in undesirable activity at the 
center: foul language, drug use, 
and recent acts of violence. 
Many complaints.about the center 
spotlight the city police as doing 
too little to curb such behavior. 
Certainly, an increased police 
presence at the Center would be 
optimal. However, I think most 
Greenbelters appreciate the hard 
work and vigilance of the city 
police and understand the diffi- 
culties our officers face in safe- 
guarding our community. Citi- 
zens must share in both the re- 
sponsibilities gnd burdens of 
keeping our Center vital and safe. 
Perhaps it i$ timely that we 
establish a citizens patrol. Spon- 
sored by the city and trained by 
the police, a rotating cohort of 
volunteers could make rounds ei- 
ther by car or on foot, covering 
the center and adjoining play- 
grounds, parking lots, and under- 
passes. The presence of such 
citizenry would send a red light 
signal to would-be offenders; the 


patrol could assist the police by’ 


monitoring trouble spots and re- 
store a sense of security to local 
residents. 

Also, several years ago some- 
one anchored to a building in the 
Center a sound system which 
played classical music. This 
peaceful music brought civility to 
the Center but only briefly, as the 
speakers, ironically, were 
promptly stolen. I recall favor- 
able public comment about the 
music but don’t recall much dia- 
logue about replacing the stolen 
speakers. I suggest we install a 
new, more secure and extensive 
sound system, perhaps one inter- 
nal to the building structures. 
Classical music might lessen rau- 
cous behavior, reduce unwonted 
loitering and also inspire people 
to visit, shop and dine at the 
Center by providing an air of se- 
renity and uplift many of us 
crave. 

Please, let’s not give up on the 
Center. Visit it often. It still is 
a wonderful place — rich in his- 
tory, aesthetically pleasing, remi- 
niscent of the ancient public 
square in its conduciveness to fel- 
lowship and dialogue. If we are 
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to sustain the Center’s viability as 
a locus of commerce and com- 
munity, then we must foster a 
collective sense of stewardship 
and actively serve as models of 
respectful, alternative behavior.

Complaint Lacks 
Basis for Analogy

If it 
had been developed, then there 
would be no woods to discuss 
now. 

Over the years Mr. Downs has 
organized and led hikes and 
clean-ups of the woods, held spe- 
cial nature appreciation tours for 
children, held annual children’s 
Halloween tours through jack 
o’ lantern lit woods and displayed 
his unique Earth Works creations, 
all to promote an awareness and 
appreciation of Greenbelt’s rare, 
natural treasure so that it may be 
preserved for future generations. 

' I think Paul Downs’ ongoing 
activism on behalf of the woods 
ought to be commended rather 
than condemned.

criticized Downs’ artwork has ac- 
tually seen said artwork. Clearly, 
minor amounts of natural materi- 
als.were used to make rather 
stunning pieces of art. Second, 
Paul Downs has been a long-time 
champion of efforts to preserve 
and protect the greenbelt. He 
voluntarily sponsors trash clean- 
ups, regularly keeps on top of 
council, hosts the annual 
children’s pumpkin walk, and 
runs a Labor Day booth every 
year to promote the protection of 
the woods. Few, if any, have 
done as much in the name of our 
woods as he has. 

Third, it is a fallacious argu- 
ment to attempt to draw a com- 
parison between the prohibition 
of bikes from the woods (not 
aimed specifically at children, as 
suggested) and a few missing 
twigs. I believe I detect the 
sound of an axe grinding, but the 
bike debate was publicly argued 
and settled by council several 
years ago, primarily because of 
the visible damage caused to 
trails. (Perhaps council could host 
new meetings to specifically debate 
whether townies might take a hand- 
ful of branches from the woods 
without criminal prosecution.) 

Fourth, you’d have to ask the 
New Deal Café why they decide 
to show one display and not an- 
other, but Downs’ work should 
not be condemned on the basis 
that someone else’s was with- 
drawn. To slyly imply his works 
could inspire vandalism is a wild 
stretch. Are we afraid scads of 
folks will get the scandalous no- 
tion to start making art from 
natural materials? 

Greenbelt is fortunate to have 
Paul Downs in the community 
and if he wants to take a couple 
dead branches and some clay to 
make art, so be it. Besides, I 
checked and the woods haven’t 
gone missing.

Artwork Inspires Us 
To Value Nature 


I would like to respond to 
Mary Halford’s comments on 
Paul Downs using Greenbelt 
woods’ materials for his artwork. 
I understand her concern for the 
woods, but feel that her interpre- 
tation that Paul’s work is harming 
the woods or encouraging people 
to do so is misleading. I know 
him personally, and his commit- 
ment to the preservation and pro- 
tection of the woods is long- 


standing and well documented (as 
the City Council members can at- 
test). His art is done out of love 
and reverence and his materials 
are collected in a way that does 
not harm the woods in any way. 

I think it’s misleading to com- 
pare collecting fallen twigs and 
clay to biking through the woods. 
The impact of bike trails is se- 
vere, and causes erosion and loss 
of plant life, while Paul’s work is 
on a level similar to a bird build- 
ing a nest, a few twigs here, 
some mud there, and that’s it. 
The issue raised, and I think it’s 
an important issue, is one of re- 
spect. Are we respecting this 
precious and unique gift that 
Greenbelt offers? Are we honor- 
ing and appreciating the woods, 
not just for entertainment or exer- 
cise, but for its beauty, its contri- 
bution to our health and its con- 
tribution to our quality of life? 

Rules and regulations can keep 
us from destroying things (or get 
us in trouble if we do), but re- 
spect and honor run deeper than 
laws. Paul’s artwork has re- 
minded me of the reason why I 
moved to Greenbelt. If he in- 
spires others to value the nature 
that surrounds us and to protect 
this resource, then the woods, 
and all of us, benefit.

Julian M. Weiss 


Julian M. Weiss, 49, of 
Greenbelt, died of cancer Decem- 
ber 11, 2001 at the Hospice of 
Washington. A freelance journal- 
ist, he was founder and former 
executive director of the Washing- 
ton Roundtable for the Asia-Pa- 
cific Press. 

From 1995 until September of 
this year, Mr. Weiss was an inter- 
national communications fellow 
at the Heritage Foundation. Most 
recently he was a senior fellow at 
the University of Maryland’s In- 
stitute for Global Chinese Affairs. 

From 1977 until joining Heri- 
tage, Mr. Weiss was a full-time 
freelance writer. This included 
work as Washington correspon- 
dent for Asiaweek, regular contri- 
butions to the Economist, the 
Journal of Commerce, the Asian 
Wall Street Journal and other 
publications. His first trip to 
Asia was in 1979 on an assign- 
ment from the Christian Science 
Monitor. It was the beginning of 
a life-long fascination with the 
continent’s people and cultures. 

He founded the Washington 
Roundtable for the Asia-Pacific 
Press in the 1980s. The organi- 
zation folded in 1990 but was 
resurrected in 1993 when Mr. 
Weiss joined the Heritage Foun- 
dation. Its membership eventu- 
ally grew to more than 400 print 
and broadcast correspondents 
from 19 countries, making it the 
largest organization of its kind in 
America. 

While at Heritage, Mr. Weiss 
-ontinued to write on economic 
issues affecting Asian-American 
relations. He forecast Japan’s 
economic difficulties years before 
they became apparent. In 1997, 
he warned of structural problems 
threatening several East Asian 
economies months before the re- 
gion-wide economic “contagion” 
struck. 

He had written or edited five 
books, including “Tigers’ Roar: 
Asia’s Recovery and Its Impact,” 
“The Asian Century: The Eco- 
nomic Ascent of the Pacific Rim 
and What It Means for the West” 
and “The Future of Manufactur- 
ing.” 

“Mr. Weiss cared deeply about 
Greenbelt. He loved people and 
strongly believed in doing things 
for them,” said Councilman Ed- 
~ ward Putens. 

Serving since 1999 on the 
city’s Recycling and Environment 
Committee, Mr. Weiss had’ been 
on the Greenbelt Crime Preven- 
ion Committee from 1989-91

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2002, with a subsequent public 
hearing. If the concept is then 
endorsed, with possible proposed 
revisions to the guidelines, the 
county’s historic preservation staff 
will be asked to enter such revi- 
sions into the final guidelines 
governing the Greenbelt project. 
The county’s review is expected 
to be ready by the end of the 
summer. 
GHI Comments 

Some of the concerns of GHI 
members were whether the desig- 
nation of historic district status 
would offer protection from sur- 
rounding development and road 
improvement projects. Or, on the 
other hand, they asked, would the 
city’s efforts, such as traffic calm- 
ing management, be adversely af- 
fected? 

A new draft regulation re- 
ceived by the city, and specific to 
GHI, relates to air conditioning 
units, which of course did not 
exist when Greenbelt was first 
constructed. Members apparently 
felt that the proposed guidelines 
were, however, “generally consis- 
tent” with regulations in the GHI 
Membership Handbook. 

“The issue lies with enforce- 
ment practices,’ Hruby’s report 
summarizes, “ and in the past 
GHI has not consistently enforced 
its own regulations.” Although it 
is currently “unclear how the his- 
toric district guidelines will be 
enforced,” an issue, the GHI re- 
sponse says, that must be ad- 
dressed, the county may be in a 
better position than the housing 
cooperative to carry them out. 

Other Responses 

Among the sections of 
Greenbelt to be included under 
the historic district designation is 
the Greenbelt Middle School on 
Edmonston Road. The Prince 
George’s County Board of Educa- 
tion; in replying to the city’s in- 
quiry, responded positively. As 
reported in Hruby’s summary, 
they “were confident that they 


can work with the County to en- 
sure all work adheres to the in- 
tent of the historic district guide- 
lines.” 

The management of the Cres- 


cent Square Apartments was more - 


negative. According to their re- 
sponse, the benefits do not out- 
weigh the implications. Although 
tax benefits would accrue, they 
were wary that the permitting 
process, requiring documentation, 
would increase staff time, which, 
they warned, “may be passed on 
to the residents in terms of rent 
increases.” 

They wondered if previous 
studies had been made to deter- 
mine whether rent structures in- 
crease or decrease following his- 
toric district designation. They 
were also worried about the im- 
pact of the guidelines on land- 
scaping practices, on whether bal- 
conies could be enclosed, and es- 
pecially on the regulation of air 
conditioning units. 

They felt that whatever spe- 
cific interests they might have, 
their voice would be outweighed 
by the substantially larger voice 
of GHI. “Overall,” they con- 
cluded,” we are opposed to the 
idea of our apartment buildings 
being included in the County 
Historic District.” 

Forestway Residents 

Although generally favorable, 
the Forestway residents were con- 
cerned that the historic district 
guidelines might become “cum- 
bersome,” making it more diffi- 
cult to improve the properties. 
They considered the guidelines 
“not user friendly” and that 
GHI’s influence in determining 
the guidelines would outweigh 
their own. 

They also worried that cur- 
rently the guidelines are “too 
vague” and wondered if their de- 
velopment. could be excluded 
from the boundaries of the pro- 
posed district.
